Recycling Taking

The idea of recycling has been tossed around and around by 
Crawford County’s residents and government agencies for 
several years. Recent action taken by the county’s largest 
commercial refuse hauler, Milltown Refuse Service, and 
Grayling Township moved recycling closer to becoming an 
everyday reality for arca residents, 

Milllown Refuse Service announced last week that it would 
begin picking up recyclable trash for its non-commercial 
customers on the last pick-up day of each month. Atthe same 
time, Grayling Township completed negotiations with the 
Crawford/Otsego Land fill to place four containers atte North 
Down River Road transfer station where recyclable trash can 
be deposited, 

In the past, the only way houscholds could recyele was to 
take their recyclables to the landfill in northern Crawford 
County ~~ an cighteen-mile round (rip for Gaayling residents 
and even further for residents of Grayling, South Branch and 
Beaver Creek townships. This trip is too far for some busy 
families and (oo costly for some residents on fixed incomes. 

Now tin and aluminum cans, plastic bottles and containers, 
scrap metal, newspaper and computer paper, and cardboard 
canall be reeycled, with no added expense to the consumer, 


Milltown Refuse Service is asking thei customers to place 
recyclable items in separate containers and to plaice these 
containers apart from their regular trash, Containers can be 
either trash cans or plastic bags. Milltown owner Bob Mchach- 
lan said gallon milk containers can be tied together at the 
handles with string or twine. 

“We don’t care how itis packaged,” said McLachlan, “as 
long as itcan be recognized as recyclables and can be handled 
with ease.” 

He saida second truck willtravel each route on (he fast pick: 
up day of the month and collect the recyclable trash, 

Newspapers should be bundled with twine or stacked taside 
a cardboard box or paper bay for easy handling and to keep 
them from being scattered by the wind, Atthistime, Me Landfall 
is not accepting any glossy paper, the type found in many 
magazines, 


Superintendent Kont Reynolds sad be wars very disap 
pointed in the results of Monday's clecton, 

“The needs are not pong to vo away and the kids are going 
fo Continue to line up atthe door” he stated. “The result will 
be conlinucd overcrowding and busing.” 

Reynolds said he was encourwed to see that the totals of 
both issues were so close, 

“Tt means we got the message fo the voters (hat both issues 
were led topether he said. Thats as amajorconcern for us.” 

He said during the next lwo months the Board of Education 
would be evaluating election results and lalking to the commu- 
nity before making its decision whether to bring the issue 
before the voters again, Resnolds sandhe expects the board to 
make a final decision at the August meeting, 

Unless the board substantially changes its proposals, it 
cannot place the issue of anew schoot before voters again for 
six months. That would be sometrac in December, 


Hold in County 


Grayling Township clerk Monica Ashton said plasiic con- 
tainers and tinand aluminum cans should be rinsed out and the 
paper labels on cans should be removed. I possible, cans 
should be flattened, 

“The casiest way to flatten cans is to remove the top and 
bottom and then step on them,” she said. 

In addition to the items atready mentioned, Ashton said 
Grayling Township ts hopeful that it swith be able to provide a 
Place for leaves and grass by this fall, 

McLachlan said his company took 90 compacted yards of 
leaves last fall and this spring (180 yards total) to area farms 
where they were plowed into the soil. 

Milltown Refuse will be expanding its recycling services to 
include commercial recycling of cardboard and paper, possi- 
bly by fall, 

“As the market opens fo recycling we will continue to 
expand into those areas,” stated McLachlan, 

“We are running outof land élt space,” he said, “and sooner 
or later our natural resources, trees, minerals, gas and oil, are 
going to become scarce. It’s about time we began thinking 
about the next generation.” 

The Crawlot/Otsego Landfill has been collecting, com- 
pater paper and cardboard from area businesses for several 
years, 

John Milter, director of the Craw ford/Otsego Landfill, said 
the county recycling center has not started recycling glass at 
(his time, 

Ashton said anyone can use the recycling containers at the 
North Down River Road transfer station free of charge, but the 
fee for all trash going tnto the large compactor is sdlt75 cents 
per bag, or a Grayling ‘Township slicker which costs $15.00 
annually. 

“Recye ling ts the rightthing tado,” said Ashton, “Tknow it's 
Wlot of work, bubwe can't Keep burying everything,” 

Ashton said she was atthe towaship transfer station shortly 
after the reeve ling containers were placed there and she said 
nearly every car that came had something lo recyele, 

“Recyebng nay be a new concept to the so called ‘younger 
genenition, she said.

Ultra-Light 
Aircraft Sinks 
At Margrethe 


A Grayling resident nearly drowned in Lake Margie 
the on Friday, June 1, when his ultra-light auerall sank 
and he had problems releasing his safety belt, 

Norm Bancroft was taxiing his new Weedhopper UL 
tra-lightairplane on the lake at about 4:30 p.m, when the 
wake of a nearby boat lifted one of the plane's pontoons, 
causing the feft wing to raise and the right wing to slice 
into the water, The propeller exploded when tt fit the 
water and the main fuselage tube broke upon impact 

“After that the plane sank fast,” he said. 

Bancroft said he was hanging upside-down under 
water and, at first, could not find the salely belt buckle. 
When he finally found it, i was turned around, anid be ted 
difficulty finding the retease button. 

The accident was captured on film by Ed Paper trek, 
who taped the accident from his boat. 

“On film it didn’t seem to take that long for mic te 
surface,” said Norm Bancroft, “but P swore ibeok 70 
minutes!” 

Bancroft said he did not intend to fy the pling off th. 
lake because the wind was very strong. Heo was 
having difficulty trying to maneuver the plane back bo 
shore when the accident occurred.

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Reader Questions Shooting 
Of Dog in Sherwood Forest 


The subdivision of Sher- 
wood Forest has many dogs. 
The dogs are sort of like the 
neighborhood kids in the sense 
that they visit each other on 
occasion and “hang out” with 
one another, They seem to get 
along well and I have never 
seen any of them digging up 
gardens, ripping up trash or 
being mean in any way. As | 
write this, the neighbors* dog 
is in my yard laying by one of 
mine and they playfully paw 
and bite at one another. 

A lotofpeonie let their dogs 
out first thing in the morning 
so they can run around their 
yard or the wooded areas that 
are close to all home here, and 
do their business. They just 
seem to do it better when they 
arc offachain. As long as the 
dog comes right back home, | 
scenoharm, but occasionally 
dogs do get loose. When they 
do, they have a tendency to 
chase cars, or people on bikes, 
oranything else that moves. | 
realize a dog running out 
suddenly can scare someone 
orcause anaccident. My dogs 
are guilly of it as are others, 
We just have to keep a close 
eye on them to make sure they 
stay tied or penned. Young 
children in the home like to 
cut the family pet loose be- 
cause they feel sorry for it. 
Sometimes a dog digs out or 
breaks achain. Whatever the 
reason, I feel that the majority 
ofthe time itis not intentional. 

I don’t sce any major catas- 
trophe resulting from a dog 
wandering into someone's 
yard, but then I also think it 
depends on just how much 
you like animals, Ihave been 
accused of encouraging dogs 
into my yard because I will 
give them treats and even let 
them come into the kitchen 
while m cooking. Of course 
this is done only when my 
husband is notaround because 
he is one who is not real crazy 
about animals. He is not even 
fond of the second dog we 
have. 

Itis hard to listen to a dog 
yap and bark when tied. Mine 
will tolerate the chain for just 


so long, then they need ashort 
walk to stretch their legs or to 
come in for a visit. It takes 
some extra time but not that 
much. 

But suddenly in this subdi- 
viston there has been some 
problems. People have taken 
dogs, kept them hid in their 
house after removing collar 
and tags, and they have made 
no attempt to contact the 
ownereven though they knew 
where the dog belonged. What 
the plans for the dog were, I 
do not know, ust scems 
that if someone wants a dog 
bad enough they should go 
the shelter. This particular 
incident happened to me not 
long ago. I was a wild woman 
when I finally found my dog 
and the collar and tags were 
never returned, 

The animal control officers 
have received calls from 
neighbors turning in neigh- 
bors over wandering dogs. A 
few of the calls lately have 
had no truth to them whatso- 
ever. Maybe as neighbors we 
need to communicate more if 
there is a problem and not 
bother the officers so much, 

Now comes the main pur- 
pose of this article. The worst 
incident occurred last week. 
My boys came running home 
from a nearby house where 
they were playing basketball. 
They told me to call the police 
because a dog had been shot 
and was laying in the center of 
the road. | made the call and 
Started walking down the road 
ta where this had happened. 
Others were out too, quite 
shocked alt what they saw. The 
dog was not dead. It was 
trying to get up, trying to drag 
itself, trying as hard as it could 
to move but couldn’t because 
it was crippled in the back part 
of its body, With all the twist- 
ing and turning it did for that 
half hour or longer it !aid there, 
must have resulted in a lot 
more damage. The police 
were there almost immedi- 
ately but they have regula- 
tions so of course no one was 
to get too close to it. I had 
grabbed old sheets from the 
garage thinking that ifthe dog 
could be wrapped in some way 
and kept calm, the blood loss 
wouldn’t have been so great. 
But there was nothing anyone

could do. The owner was 
trying to be located and the 
vet was on his way, 

I] remembered secing this 
dog in our yarda few times, I 
didn't know who it belonged 
to but E knew it was gentle. 
All of us wanted to do some- 
thing to help it. lt was heart- 
breaking to stand there and 
listen to it whine, and watch it 
struggle and bleed, The ag- 
Ony it was going through made 
me wish someone would just 
put it out of its misery. Dr. 
Moesack arrived and took the 
dog away tosce what could be 
donc forit. Itsurvived through 
the night, then died the next 
morning. 

The wail of blood pointed 
toward a house where the 
shots seemed to be fired from. 
This was the same house in 
which the people inside never 
once came out like the rest of 
us, They were there, because 
anofficerhad questioned them 
about the shooting. It seems 
that this house also has a dog 
who is in season. As of this 
writing it still may be in sea- 
son sof guess owners of male 
dogs in Sherwood Forest 
should keep a close eye on 
them. Butwhen your dog is in 
season, you don’t stake it out 
in your yard. That is advertis- 
ing to the male dogs and will 
bring them from all directions. 
It’s only natural. Persons are 
also prohibited from shooting 
a firearm in a neighborhood, 
so you — the person respon- 
sible — have a bit of trouble 
for yourself. I hope you are 
reading this because | would 
like to remind you of some- 
thing: your dog has run all 
over this neighborhood. No 
one knew at first who it be- 
longed to. How would you 
have felt if someone had done 
that to your dog?

Smoke detectors should be 
installed on each Jevel of the 
dwelling. The best locations 
are near the stairs, in hall- 
ways, near bedrooms, and in 
the living room. The units 
should be installed at least six 
inches from the point where 
the ceiling meets the wall. 

The State Fire Marshal’s 
Office recommends the use of 
smoke detectors rather than 
heat detectors. The latter re- 
spond to a certain tempera- 
ture; however, smoke alarms 
detect the visible and invis- 
ible products of combustion.
